In the year 1835 the fees received by the sub-sheriff for signing civil-bill decrees amounted 
to about 150 1. In the year 1836 the fees received by the sub-sheriff for signing decrees was 
100/.; had he received fees on the decrees pronounced by the assistant-barrister at the De- 
cember quarter sessions of that year (which the operation of the Act 6 & 7 Will. 4 prevented), 
he would have received upwards of 50 /., in addition to the 100 /. 

From the above statement it is evident that the emoluments of the office of sub-sheriff will 
be decreased at least 150Z. per annum, in consequence of taking from him the fees hitherto 
paid on signing civil-bill decrees.

The high-slieriff does not derive emoluments of any kind from the office, all fees and 
salary being given by him to the under-sheriff, who in consequence defrays the expenses 
attendant on both offices ; the net amount of such expenses it is impossible to fix with any 
decree of certainty, same depending entirely upon circumstances ; but on an average for the 
years 1835, 1830, and 1837 they amounted to about 200 Z. per annum. 

The only salary received by the under-sheriff is 94 Z., presented by the grand jury on the 
county, in lieu of all gaol fees. 

There are not any customary fees whatever received by the under-sheriff, all his fees 
bein 0- strictly legal fees ; the exact amount of such legal fees during the years 1835, 1836 
and 1837 (independent of fees on civil-bill decrees) amounted, on an average, to about 
250 Z. per annum. 

In the year 1835 the fees received by the under-sheriff for signing civil-bill decrees 
amounted to about 150Z. In the year 1836 the fees received by him amounted to about 
100 Z. ; but had he received fees on the decrees pronounced by the assistant-barrister at the 
December quarter sessions in 1830, when the operation of the Act of 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 75, 
first came into force, he would have received upwards of 50 Z. in addition to the 100 Z. 

From the above statement it is evident the emoluments of the office of under-sheriff 
would have been decreased at least 150 Z. per annum had the Act 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 75, 
continued in force ; as the law now stands, I consider 1 50 Z. per annum a fair average of fees 
received by the under-sheriff for signing civil-bill decrees during the years 1835 and 1836.

The salary presented for the sheriff of the county of Kilkenny, for the year l«3G and the 
two preceding years, was 55 /. 7s. 8rZ. annually. 

In said year there were 2,273 civil-bill decrees signed by said sheriff, upon which he 
received a fee of Is. each, making the sum of 113/. 13s. 

The number of haberes and injunctions delivered to the said sheriff and executed by him 
was 31, upon each of which he was entitled to a fee of 2 /. G s. 2d., making in the whole 
71 1. ns. 2d. ; but in some instances, where this fee was not sufficient to cover the expenses 
of bailiffs and travelling expenses, the parties voluntarily paid a larger fee, but which in 
every case was entirely optional with them. 

The gross amount of sums levied and received under writs of fieri facias, capias ad respon- 
dendum, and extents did not exceed 1,700/., upon which said sheriff was entitled to a fee 
of Is. in the pound for the first 1 00Z. levied on each execution, and (I d. in the pound for any 
sum levied over the first 100/. ; but it is now impossible for said sheriff to say what emolu- 
ment he derived from this source, as the expenses of levying same under 26 different writs, 
and the sums paid bailiffs driving, and keeping goods when seized, as well as sheriff’s travel- 
ling expenses, and other incidental expenses, are not known, and cannot now be ascertained. 
In many instances those expenses exceeded the fees payable, owing principally to hostile 
and fraudulent claims of property, and claims for rent by landlords, by which difficulties 
and delays were thrown in the way of the execution of said writs ; and, in addition to which, 
there were other executions upon which said sheriff was unable to levy any portion of the 
amount, and sustained considerable losses in the effort to put them in force. 

The following are the customary fees payable on the under-mentioned writs, with the 
number executed by the sheriff of said county for the year 1836 :

The said last-mentioned fees are merely customary, and do not appear settled by any par- 
ticular enactment, and in many instances the parties refuse to pay them, and there does not 
appear that there is any legal mode of enforcing them, and consequently the payment is fre- 
quently evaded. 

The sums levied under green-wax process during said year, and paid by parties when 
arrested, amounted to 105/., upon which a fee of 3s. 4 d. in the pound is payable to said 
sheriff, which would amount to 20/. 16s. 8 d. 

The emoluments of said office were greatly diminished by 5 & 6 Will. 4, c. 55, which did 
away with proceedings by elegit and custodiam, from, which a considerable portion of the 
emoluments of said office were heretofore derivable. 

By the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 75, a further reduction has taken place by the taking away of 
the fees payable on civil-bill decrees. By this enactment, which came into force on the 
1st November last, being three months before the expiration of the year of office of said 
sheriff, he sustained a considerable loss, the number of decrees actually signed by said sheriff 
since the October and January sessions being but 407, whereas the entries at said sessions 
amounted to 2,826; and by the same Act a duty is imposed on sheriffs of executing decrees 
to possession within one week after delivery for a fee of 10 s. 6 d., which would not, in nine 
instances out of ten, pay the travelling expenses, and expenses of bailiffs, independent of any 
remuneration for the time and labour of the sheriff in the performance of a most disagreeable 
duty ; and a further duty of issuing replevins, preparing and signing bail-bonds and war- 
rants, for a fee of 3 s. 4 d., which is also quite inadequate to the trouble and responsibility. 

The expenses incidental to the office of sheriff in this county may moderately be calculated 
at 200 /. per annum, without including the expenses attendant upon the execution of writs.
